Drunken thug in wrecking spree on day released from prison 

JAILED FOR 
ATTACK ON 


CEMETERY 


A CONVICTED 
criminal who caused 
up to £100,000 
damage in a wreck¬ 
ing spree at a 
Sandwell cemetery - 
on the same day he 
was released from 
prison - has been 
jailed for four years. 

Jason Griffiths was 
high on drink and drugs 
when he smashed 
between 25 and 30 head¬ 
stones at Thimblemill 
Cemetery in Smethwick 
on March 2. 

Some of the stones were 
worth more than £10,000 
and one was the headstone 
of a baby. 

Sentencing him at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on 
Monday, Judge John Warner 
said: “I’ve seen the photos, it is 
a picture of desecration. 

“It’s not just the damage in 
pounds that makes this offence 
so serious, it is the enormous 
hurt and heartache you have 
caused, not just to one person 
but to many individuals and 
families. 

“I am not in the least bit sur¬ 
prised at the stress you have 


caused these people. You are 
highly culpable.” 

The court heard Griffiths, 
who has more than 70 previous 
convictions, showed no remorse 
after being arrested. He is said 
to have bragged to officers: “I 
smashed up the gravestones of 
dead prison officers. How sick 
am I? I don’t care, I’m getting to 
you guys now.” 

He also said he would not 
hesitate to do it again. 

He later pleaded guilty to 
damaging property. 

It was not revealed in court if 
any prison officers’ relatives 
actually were buried at the 
cemetery. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, 
told the court Griffiths had 
been released from Bullingdon 
Prison, in Oxfordshire, at noon 
on March 2. 

Hostel 

He was told to go to a bail 
hostel in Reading but instead 
got on the train to Birmingham 
where he met friends and 
drank alcohol and took heroin. 

The 40-year-old, of Cowley 
Road in Oxford, got into the 
graveyard via a hole in the 
fence. 

Police linked him to the crime 
after his fingerprints were 
found at the scene. They also 
found alcohol as well as letters 
written by Griffiths, which 
revealed an obsession with 
smashing up gravestones. 


Mr Tim Harrington, defend¬ 
ing, pointed out his client’s 
guilty plea as a mitigating 
factor but admitted: “There is 
nothing I can say to alleviate 
the stress he has caused.” 

He said that although Grif¬ 
fiths had a lengthy list of previ¬ 
ous convictions he had never 
done anything like this before. 

But Judge Warner said 
custody was inevitable. “It was 
not just a random act of vandal¬ 
ism,” he said. “It was clearly 
pre-meditated. 

“I have read letters that 
reveal an obsession with 
smashing graves and in partic¬ 
ular those of prison officers.” 

Griffiths made it obvious to 
the police that he would do it 
again. 

The sentence was criticised 
as too lenient by June Hanley, 
whose husband’s grave was 
among those smashed up. Mrs 
Hanley, aged 67, who lives near 
Lightswood Road, Oldbury, 
said: “It’s disgusting and it 
makes a mockery of the law.” 

Karen Burton, aged 47, of 
Alexander Road in Smethwick, 
whose daughter is buried at the 
site, said: “I am gutted. So 
many people were affected, he 
should have got longer.” 

News of the cemetery being 
vandalised rocked the commu¬ 
nity. Many of the headstones 
were worth thousands of 
pounds but were not insured. 

A number of fundraising

events were organised with the 
proceeds going to families 
whose relatives’ graves had 
been damaged. Events included 
a night of music and games at 
Smethwick Cricket Clu organ¬ 
ised by teenager Jade Jarrett. A 
football match in Smethwick 
raised more than £800 to help 
families. Students at Perry- 
fields School and traders in 
Bearwood also raised money. 

In addition, thousands of 
people joined an internet group 
to show their support for people 
affected.

80 -year-old 
who killed 
his wife was 
mentally ill 

A RETIRED builder who strangled his 
wife at their home in Smethwick has been 
sectioned indefinitely. 

A jury at Stafford Crown Court on Monday ruled 
that Harminder Randhawa, aged 80, killed his 76- 
year-old wife Niarajan. 

Randhawa had been due to face a charge of 
murder but the court was told that he was unfit to 
appear. After hearing that his condition was 
unlikely to improve, Judge Stephen Tonking ordered 
a jury to hear evidence to determine if Randhawa 
had killed his wife. 

Prosecutor Mr Hugh O’Brien-Quinn said: “Mr 
Randhawa began to suffer from depression in the 
1990s and this seems to have been made worse fol¬ 
lowing a minor car accident in September 2009. 

“At 8.45am on April 8 last year he phoned his 
daughter-in-law. He said, ‘There is one body on the 
floor and there will be another when you get here.’” 

The court heard how Randhawa and his wife, who 
married in 1952 and had three children, had enjoyed 
a family meal at their home in Thimblemill Road on 
the evening before her death. 

Trance 

In a statement read to the jury, the couple’s son 
Iqbal Randhawa said he had driven to his parents’ 
house on April 8 after his father had phoned. 

He said: “I saw my mother lying on the floor on her 
back. She had blood on her face, hair and arm. She 
was not breathing. I could see my dad sitting in a 
chair with his back to me. I said ‘What the hell have 
you done?”’ 

The court heard Randhawa then lay on the floor 
and appeared to be in a trance before police arrived. 

Pc James Hunt said that at Smethwick police 
station, Randhawa told him he had killed his wife. 

The jury heard that he had attempted suicide in 
January 2010. 

Defending, Martin Heslop said: “It is a very tragic 
and very sad case. He is suffering from a mental dis¬ 
order.” 

After the jury returned its verdict that Randhawa 
had killed his wife, Judge Tonking ordered him to be 
detained indefinitely for medical treatment. 


New Morrisons

Cannabis seized as 
police launch raid 


A HAUL of cannabis worth 
around £10,000, which was 
about to flood onto the streets 
of the Black Country, was 
seized by police in a dramatic 
raid on houses in Tipton. 

Officers stormed two properties, 
uncovering a large cannabis 
factory in the back bedroom of an 
ordinary semi-detached house. 

It means a total £50,000 worth of 
the class B drug has now been seized 
in police operations in the Princes End 
area of the town in the past nine 
months. 

The cannabis factory was found on 
the first floor of the house in Central 
Avenue at around 5.15pm on Friday. 
Ventilation tubing, heating lights and 
fans were found in the room along with 
30 mature cannabis plants. 

Sergeant Stephanie Court, from the 


Princes End neighbourhood team, said 
the plants were on the verge of being 
ready to be sold. Some of the plants 
had already been cut ready. 

A man was arrested by police at the 
house and is helping them with their 
inquiries. 

“We are really pleased to have dis¬ 
covered this operation because within 
about two days these plants would 
have been developed enough to be cul¬ 
tivated to be sold on the streets around 
this neighbourhood,” Sgt Court said. 

Intelligence 

“We had received information about 
this operation through wider commu¬ 
nity intelligence which is still ongoing 
as we know of several dealers still 
operating. 

“It was not a particularly sophisti¬ 
cated operation, with the ceiling 
hacked to put the ventilation piping 
through, but it was quite well devel¬ 
oped. 

“All of the equipment has 
already been destroyed and we 
have taken pictures and exam¬ 
ples of the plants as evidence. 

“This is part of a crackdown in 
the area and we want to send a 
message out that we always act 
on the information that we are 
given,” added Sgt Court. 

The Princes End neighbour¬ 
hood team has executed 20 war¬ 
rants in the past nine months, 
making 19 arrests. Around half of 
those suspects have been 
charged, with the others cau¬ 
tioned for drug offences.

Brave customer rugby 
tackled bank robber 


A BANK robber was 
foiled by an heroic 
member of the public 
who rugby-tackled 
him to the ground, a 
court heard. 

Ricardo Robinson 
snatched a bag contain¬ 
ing £25,000 from a secu¬ 
rity guard delivering 
cash to the Lloyds TSB 
branch in Oldbury. But 
Ian O’Hare bravely 
pursued the robber, 
rugby-tackled him and 
held him in a leg-lock 
until police arrived. 

At Wolverhampton 
Crown Court last week 
19-year-old Robinson 
was jailed for two years 
while the man who 


caught him was awarded 
£350 from public funds. 

Prosecutor Mark Rees 
said security man David 
Parker was delivering 
cash to the bank, on 
Hagley Road West, on 
February 9. Robinson, of 
William Booth Lane, 
Birmingham, was stood 
in the bank watching as 
Mr Parker brought in 
bags of cash, each con¬ 
taining £25,000. He 
explained: “As the (11th) 
bag was placed in a 
safety hatch, this defen¬ 
dant reached over his 
right hand side, grabbed 
the bag and knocked him 
out of the way. He then 
ran out of the bank and 
was chased by Mr 


Parker and Mr O’Hare.” 

Mr O’Hare caught 
Robinson and rugby- 
tackled him to the floor, 
causing the money to 
spill out across the pave¬ 
ment. Mr Parker helped 
Mr O’Hare control 
Robinson but was bitten 
in the struggle. All the 
£25,000, apart from £40, 
was recovered. 

Miss Siobhan Collins, 
defending, said her 
client had been in the 
bank to set-up an 
account when he “saw an 
opportunity”. Robinson, 
who had earlier pleaded 
guilty to robbery and 
assault, was sentenced 
to two years in a young 
offenders institution.

Care home 
firm back 
out of road 
safety plan 

THE company behind plans for a West 
Bromwich care home say they will no longer 
build a pedestrian refuge on the same road as 
a goodwill gesture - because the cost is greater 
than first thought. 

Bosses at Leeds-based Ideal Care Homes had 
promised to build the refuge in the middle of Hall 
Green Road, West Bromwich, when they were 
granted permission to transform the former Golden 
Lion pub on the same road into a care home, in May 
last year. 

Now the company has applied to discharge condi¬ 
tions on the planning permission, which said the 
firm must build the refuge to help people cross the 
road safely. 

Before planning permission was granted, it was 
thought the cost would be around £3,000 but new 
estimates are that it will cost £10,000. 

Greater 

Documents submitted by LNT Construction Ltd 
on behalf of the company said: “The figure quoted is 
greater than any preliminary costs discussed before 
the original application was determined. 

“Our client cannot accept the additional costs put 
to us at such a late stage in the development 
process.” 

The former Golden Lion is being transformed into 
a care home for 60 pensioners. Once completed the 
development will create 55 new jobs. 

LNT Construction will build the three storey, 60- 
bed care home. It is due for completion by this 
summer. 


School wins top 
design award 

A SCHOOL in Tipton has earned recognition 
for its building design in the form of an award. 

The RSA Academy was highly commended in the 
Community Benefit category at the Royal Institu¬ 
tion of Chartered Surveyors (RICS) West Midlands 
Construction and Awards Dinner.

Man wins 
tribunal 
in ‘racist 
slogan’ 
sacking 

A WEST Bromwich powder coat 
worker accused of writing a racist 
slogan on a toilet wall - after the 
firm brought in a handwriting 
specialist - has been awarded 
more than £8,000 for unfair dis¬ 
missal. 

David Whitehouse of Maria Street, 
Kenrick Park, made compensation 
claims for unfair dismissal and breach 
of contract at Birmingham Employ¬ 
ment Tribunal against Komfort Work¬ 
space Pic of Middlemore Road, Smeth¬ 
wick. The firm deals in ceilings, doors 
and other items. 

Miss Sarah Heaton, representing 
the firm, said Mr Whitehouse was dis¬ 
missed after being accused of writing 
racist graffiti on a toilet wall. 

Denied 

Mr Whitehouse, who was said to 
have an unblemished work record 
after joining the firm in 2000, was 
accused of being responsible for 
writing part of the graffiti after a 
handwriting specialist was engaged 
by the firm. Another employee, acc¬ 
used of writing some of the graffiti, 
was also sacked. 

Mr Whitehouse denied he wrote a 
slogan and said he never used the 
toilet in question. 

Tribunal judge Mr Charles Goodier 
said that all 53 employees had been 
told to give handwriting samples for 
the specialist to examine. 

But he said the firm had no reason¬ 
able ground to dismiss Mr White- 
house - who was awarded £8,706. 

Number of 
jobless is up 

JOBLESS queues are getting 
longer in Sandwell, despite 
national figures that show a fall in 
unemployment to 2.4 million. 

While the total unemployment 
figure for the wider West Midlands 
region dropped slightly, there was an 
increase in those looking for work and 
claiming jobseeker’s allowance in 
Sandwell. 

Last month the claimant count in 
Sandwell rose by 278 to 13,259, or 7.2 
per cent of the borough’s working pop¬ 
ulation - way above the national 
claimant rate of 4.6 per cent. 

In Birmingham the figures, 
released last week, were almost as 
bad. The count rose by 417 to 47,392, 
or 7.1 per cent. 

Across the West Midlands as a 
whole unemployment fell by 4,000 to 
255,000.

West Midlands Police Authority is 
forcing those with 30 years’ service to 
retire under a regulation known as 
A19. 

Hundreds of officers are leaving 
under plans to save £120 million over 
the coming years. 

News came as it was revealed many 
officers fear crime levels will soar as 
the Government cuts police budgets 
by 20 per cent. 

Angry 

The public will get a poorer service 
as morale plunges among police forces 
in the wake of the cuts, a survey of 
42,000 officers in England and Wales 
found. 

Figures obtained by The Chronicle’s 
sister newspaper the Express & Star 
showed that three chief superintend¬ 
ents, 31 sergeants and 121 constables 
left West Midlands Police by the end of 
March. 


claiming its own staff did not have the 
specialist knowledge needed to do the 
job. 

Councillor Bob Badham, cabinet 
member for children and families, 
said: “The council utilises consultants 
to provide skills which it does not 
employ in house and this piece of work 
required detailed specialist knowl¬ 
edge of youth services, residential 
centres and council finance.” 

Increase 

A decision was made to cut wages of 
seven workers, to increase fees and 
cut subsidies. 

The workers’ salaries will be cut by 
a total of £63,500 as of May next year, 
with charges to state schools for using 
the centre to increase from £120 to 
£132 a week. 


Some of those forced to retire were 
angry at being asked to return to the 
force to work for free as special consta¬ 
bles. 

But Sandwell Chief Superinten¬ 
dent Mark Robinson said he was con¬ 
fident people would not notice any ill 
effects from officer cuts. 

Ch Supt Robinson said: “We only 
had nine go in the first wave of A19 
and we are quite fortunate we don’t 
have that many officers coming up to 
30 years of service over the next three 
years. 

“I have seen the numbers and we 
have fewer than 50 officers leaving, 
split over the next three years, and 
we’ve got around 800 officers in 
Sandwell,” he said. 

“I am confident members of the 
community will not notice any effect. 
We will be able to manage that 
number leaving.” 

A total of 649 officers will leave by 
2015. The force currently has 8,500 
officers. 

West Midlands Police spokes¬ 
woman Keiley Gartland said: “The 
loss of 649 officers and their combined 
experience over the next four years 
does not necessarily mean service and 
protection to communities will suffer. 

“ A huge proportion of these officers 
would have retired in any event.”

Grandfather-of-three Mr Bohan¬ 
nan, who used to live on Tipton’s 
Denbigh Estate, said: “My fondest 
memories are of the football but I 
remember one tradition of holding 
hands around the church on Ascen¬ 
sion Day.” 

Friend Monty Stott, a retired engi¬ 
neer, added: “I was in the football 
team that won the double. I remem¬ 
ber the ice cream factory that used to 
be on Factory Road gave us free ice 
cream to celebrate.” 

Former teacher Pat Roberts, who 
taught infants and reception from 
1973-1997, said: “It’s very different to 
when I was in here, it’s more modern 
with a nice library, computer and play 
equipment.” 
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Headstones 
get checks 
as council 
staff tour 
cemeteries 

A PROGRAMME of checks and 
repairs on headstones in cemeter¬ 
ies across Sandwell are to take 
place over the next couple of 
months, costing around £50,000 
If any headstones are deemed to be 
unsafe the council will pay to have 
them repaired. 

The budget for the repair work is 
£10,000 but the council employs three 
members of staff to undertake the 
work over a six month period making 
the total cost £50,000. 

Neighbourhoods chief, Councillor 
Derek Rowley, said: “We will be using 
a visual inspection procedure rather 
than a topple test. 

“We will be looking for any cracks or 
damage in the headstones which may 
make them unsafe. 

“We may also use a hand test, where 
we apply pressure to the stone to see if 
it moves. 

Repaired 

“If there are any obvious cracks or 
damage then we will make the 
arrangements to have them 
repaired.” 

Headstones that are more than five 
feet tall would be looked at separately 
and in more detail by specialist 
inspectors. 

Cllr Rowley said the council will not 
be sending out letters to family 
members of those graves to inform 
them of the work. It was deemed it 
would make the process longer. 

If needed a notice will be placed on 
the stone to say the work is to be 
undertaken. 

The tests are being carried out to 
see if they are stable before workers 
move onto other sites in the borough. 

So far almost 1,800 have already 
been shored up using a ground anchor. 

The checks were first launched in 
2007 on larger memorials in response 
to Government guidelines. 

Last year gravestones were 
removed from Wood Green Cemetery 
in Wednesbury after unkempt memo¬ 
rials were considered unsafe. 

Man defied 
driving ban 
for ill wife 

A MAN who defied a driving 
ban to take his ill wife to see a 
doctor has been ordered to carry 
out unpaid work. 

Jasbir Singh, aged 57, was stopped 
by police on Grove Lane in Smethwick 
on his way back from dropping his 
wife off, Warley Magistrates Court 
was told last week. 

The court heard he was serving a 
12-month driving ban for failing to 
provide a specimen of breath when he 
was stopped again at 3pm on May 4. 

Singh, now of Rubick Road, Edgbas- 
ton, who was then living at High Park 
Close in Smethwick, admitted driving 
while disqualified and without insur¬ 
ance. 

Magistrates ordered him to carry 
out 50 hours of unpaid work and pay 
£85 in court costs.

centre 

A FORMER pavilion 
and changing rooms 
on playing fields in 
West Bromwich will 
become the base for a 
new cycle hire centre 
Sandwell Council’s 
planning committee 
approved plans to create 
the base at the site on the 
King George V playing 
fields on Salters Lane, 
near to Sandwell Park 
Farm. 

In May of last year 
planning permission was 
granted for a change of 
use of part of the building 
to be used as a bicycle 
hire office with bicycle 
store, with the loss of five 
changing rooms. 

Reception 

Plans have now been 
approved to convert the 
existing storage space to 
create a reception, main¬ 
tenance room, staff room 
and bike storage. 

Additionally, a 484 sq 
ft single storey extension 
will be built to provide 
storage space. 

The planning officers’ 
main concern was 
whether it was appropri¬ 
ate to build the centre on 
the green belt. They 
decided that because the 
development was for 
outdoor recreation it 
would be appropriate. 

The council is planning 
a mountain bike trail at 
Jubilee Woods in 
Sandwell Valley. 


Man stole 
for shelter 

A SHOPLIFTER told 
police he stole a bottle of 
wine from a Wednesbury 
supermarket so he would 
get arrested and have 
somewhere warm to 
spend the night. 

Terence Wade, aged 52, 
of Bilston Road, Wednes¬ 
bury, pleaded guilty to 
stealing the wine from 
Morrisons in the town on 
April 12 when he 
appeared in court. 

Warley Magistrates 
heard Wade had been 
struggling to find a place 
to live after being 
released from prison two 
weeks earlier. Prosecutor 
Miss Maxine Jarrousse 
said: “Mr Wade walked 
into Morrisons and 
removed a bottle of wine 
worth £6.89 from the 
shelf and walked out 
with it. He was stopped 
by store security guards 
and later arrested. He 
said he had been sleeping 
rough and wanted to get 
caught.” 

Wade told the court: 
“My life is coming back 
together again now. 
There won’t be any more 
problems.” Magistrates 
gave Wade a six-month 
conditional discharge. 


Cameras protect register office 


A VANDAL-PLAGUED register office 
and memorial gardens in West Bromwich 
has been given permission to keep its 
CCTV system after it was repeatedly tar¬ 
geted by lead thieves. 

The Grade Il-listed Highfields building in the 
High Street, which sits within the town’s memo¬ 
rial gardens, has been subject to a number of 
lead thefts over recent years. 

Three 20ft steel poles with CCTV cameras 
costing £29,500 were installed to offer some pro¬ 
tection to the site. 

Sandwell Council’s planning committee last 
week granted retrospective planning consent 


for them to remain there permanently. Council 
bosses installed the CCTV without planning 
permission because of the urgency of the situa¬ 
tion, with the borough beset by metal thefts. 

Safety 

A report to the committee by planning officer 
Ms Christina Mannering said the wider bene¬ 
fits of protecting the listed building from van¬ 
dalism outweighd the visual harm of the CCTV 
poles in the setting of the listed building. 

She stated: “The use of CCTV in the area 
could also be an added benefit to the safety and 
security of the wider area.” 


Power plant OK’d 


A NEW waste plant will 
almost double the workforce 
at a West Bromwich 
company after being 
approved by planning 
bosses. 

Sandwell Council plan¬ 
ning committee approved 
plans by Peter Hopkins of 
Robert Hopkins Environ¬ 
mental to build the new facil¬ 
ity at his site in Bullock 
Street. The plans include a 
130ft-tall chimney. 


The scheme will create 10 
jobs at the company which 
has been at the site for more 
than 50 years. 

The planning committee 
insisted on conditions cover¬ 
ing such things as noise 
levels and emissions. 

In the planning applica¬ 
tion the firm said the 
primary purpose of the 
project was to produce elec¬ 
tricity from waste, a direct 
response to global warming.

Homes scheme approved 
despite safety concerns 


A HOUSING 
scheme in Tipton was 
approved by council 
planning bosses - 
despite concerns by 
health and safety 
chiefs oer its proxim¬ 
ity to a gas pipeline. 

Mar City Develop¬ 
ments was originally 
given permission for a 
151-home development 
on land in Rosemary 
Road, Thursfield Road 
and Alexandra Road in 
February. 

However, the Health 
and Safety Executive 
raised concerns about 
the development due to 
the pipeline, so a scaled- 
down scheme of 142 
homes was drawn up for 
the site. 

Despite this Richard 


Cary from the HSE told a 
Sandwell Council plan¬ 
ning meeting last week 
that they should still 
refuse permission. 

He said the houses 
were too close to the pipe 
and there was a substan¬ 
tial risk of spontaneous 
combustion if the pipe 
was damaged. 

He said: ‘Whilst gen¬ 
erally these pipelines 
are considered to be a 
very safe way of trans¬ 
porting gas there is still 
a risk of accidental 
releases which could 
result in a fireball, jet 
fire or flash fire.” 

Mr Cary showed the 
committee images of fire 
balls and fire walls 
created by gas leaks in 
Europe.

spontaneous combustion 
caused by a leak only 20 
per cent of the proper¬ 
ties would be safe.”

The development was 
approved by the plan¬ 
ning committee subject 
to a number of condi¬ 
tions. 



Trolley dumps blight trade

SHOPPING trolleys dumped in 
canals and beside roads blight 
Great Bridge, say traders. 

Great Bridge Traders’ Association 
spokesman Tony Roper said busi¬ 
nesses are losing out as shoppers are 
put off visiting because the town has 
become an eyesore. 

He said he believes lazy shoppers 
are wheeling their goods home from 
the nearby Asda supermarket and 
then dumping the trolleys in the vicin¬ 
ity of Market Place He said: “Small 
traders need all the help they can get 
and these trolleys are blighting the 
area and putting people off the high 
street. 


“I’ve lost count of the number of trol¬ 
leys I’ve seen littering the place. You 
can just take a walk round at any time 
and see them dumped all over.” 

Mr Roper, of Belmont Furnishing in 
Great Bridge, said: “A lot of Tesco 
stores have a system where the wheels 
of the trolley lock up when people try 
to take them off the premises. I think 
the police could issue on-the-spot 
penalties to people wheeling trolleys 
along the street.” 

Asda spokeswoman Vickie North 
said some Asda stores do have trolleys 
with locking mechanisms but said that 
is not the case at the Great Bridge site. 

She added all community concerns 
would be listened to. 


Diesel thief 
was caught 
after police 
gave chase 

A THIEF who siphoned £900 of fuel 
from lorries at two Sandwell businesses 
has been jailed. 

Derren Cresswell, aged 37, tried to flee from police 
down a railway line next to the site in Rowley Regis. 
But he was caught after a chase, Warley Magistrates 
Court heard. 

Officers said Cresswell, of Hartlebury Road, 
Oldbury, stank of diesel when he was arrested fol¬ 
lowing the theft in Penncricket Lane. 

Cresswell pleaded guilty to six counts of theft and 
one count of failing to surrender to custody. 

Prosecutor Miss Maxine Jarrousse told the court: 
“On May 8 at 10pm police were called by CCTV oper¬ 
ators who had reported an intruder on a premises at 
Penncricket Lane. They found a male on the scene 
who ran down the railway line when they 
approached. They walked back to the scene and 
found a red Ford Mondeo parked by the yard with 
four drums full of diesel in the back.” 

Drugs 

Magistrates heard the fuel had been been stolen 
from five vehicles belonging to Casing Management 
Services worth £750. Fuel was taken from another 
vehicle belonging to Otis Vehicle Rentals, worth 
£150. 

Miss Jarrousse said Cresswell had tested positive 
for drugs following his arrest. The court heard 
Cresswell had been due to attend court but had 
failed to turn up in time and was arrested. 

Defending, Milo Turner said the offence had been 
motivated by a need to raise money for drugs. 

Magistrates jailed Cresswell for 16 weeks, of 
which he will serve half. 

Cresswell stood co-accused of the theft with his 
partner Sarah Sefton, aged 33, also of Hartlebury 
Road, Oldbury. She will appear in court on June 2. 

Alcoholic almost 
caused crashes 

A CHRONIC alcoholic who was more than 
three times over the drink-drive limit with a 
near empty bottle of vodka in her car when 
stopped by police has been jailed for 20 weeks. 

Joanne Dewhurst, aged 41, almost caused two 
crashes as she drove from the McDonald’s car park 
onto Halesowen Street in Oldbury on September 28 
last year. Concerned customers contacted the police. 

Prosecutor Maxine Jarrousse told Warley Magis¬ 
trates last week that customer Kelly Jordan had con¬ 
tacted police about Dewhurst’s driving. Ms Jordan 
had been leaving MacDonald’s when a woman 
driving a blue Rover almost drove into the back of 
her. She saw this same woman nearly crash into 
another car. Miss Jarrousse said Dewhurst was 
“slumped” at the wheel. 

Slurring 

Ms Jordan passed the vehicle’s registration 
number to police who traced it to Dewhurst’s home. 
When police found her they discovered the remains 
of a fast food meal and a near empty bottle of vodka 
in her car. She was slurring her words. 

Blood tests revealed she was more than three 
times over the legal limit. The court heard Dewhurst 
of Wolverhampton Road, Oldbury had pleaded 
guilty to the offence and had two previous convic¬ 
tions for drink driving in 1998 and 2002. Defending, 
Arvind Sharma told the court: ‘Miss Dewhurst is a 
chronic alcoholic.” 

He said she has a long list of medical problems and 
suffers from panic attacks and anxiety but had since 
sold her car. 

Chairman of the magistrates, Patricia Martin 
also banned Dewhurst from driving for five years. 
Mr Sharma told the court his client would appeal the 
sentence.

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Metal thefts reaching plague proportions 


Borough hit 
by electricity 
top-up card 
fraudsters 

SANDWELL has been identified 
as a hotspot for conmen selling 
bogus top-up cards for prepaid 
electricity meters, with more than 
1,600 crimes in less than a year. 

Electricity customers nationally 
have given £7 million to criminals 
selling bogus cards. 

Victims are then faced with a double 
bill, because they still have to pay the 
electricity company. 

And Sandwell and Wolverhampton 
have been named in a top 20 list of 
hotspots nationwide released by an 
energy watchdog. More than 1,600 
crimes were committed in Sandwell 
since July 2010. 

Christine McGourty, director of 
Energy UK, is running a campaign to 
tackle the problem. 

She said: “The people selling these 
illegal top-ups are criminals and 
although it might seem like an easy 
way to save money not only will you be 
getting involved in a crime, you will 
end up having to pay twice. 

Convictions 

“The only people benefitting are the 
fraudsters.” 

Crimestoppers is now offering up to 
£10,000 for anyone with information 
that leads to the arrests and convic¬ 
tions.

Crooked 
accountant 
forced to quit 
as club boss 

AN ACCOUNTANT who stole 
£276,000 from the life insurance 
and pension policies of a murdered 
father has been forced to quit as 
chairman of Tipton Town Football 
Club. 

Bill Williams’ resignation comes 
after he admitted taking money owed 
to the family of Wolverhampton 
company director Andrew Diack fol¬ 
lowing his killing. 

Club secretary Keith Birch said last 
week that Williams had been asked to 
resign. 

“The committee felt it was the right 
thing given all the negative publicity,” 
he said. 

Finances 

He stressed that Williams, who 
appeared in court earlier this month, 
had not been involved in the football 
club’s finances. 

Williams, 59, of Chester Road, West 
Bromwich, cleaned out the life insur¬ 
ance and pension policies of Mr Diack, 
29, who was stabbed to death at the 
Flying Dutchman pub in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, in 2009. 

Killer Michael Brown, 19, of Langley 
Road, was jailed for life in February 
last year. 

Williams had listed himself as an 
executor of the policies, worth 
£276,600, when helping Mr Diack, a 
director of Spray Tanker Services in 
Featherstone, set them up. 


METAL thieves have stolen 23 
drain covers in Sandwell in a 
matter of days, including 10 taken 
from streets close to Wednesbury 
schools, in a spate of overnight 
thefts in recent weeks. 

The town’s library has also come 
under attack from thieves seeking 
lead. 

Drain covers have been stolen near 


Wood Green Junior School, on Hobs 
Road, and Albert Pritchard Infant 
School, on Crew Road, in Wednesbury. 

A total of 10 covers have been stolen 
from a small cluster of roads including 
Darlaston Road, Myvod Road, Bilston 
Road, Churchfields Road and Delville 
Road. 

The council’s highways department 
last week revealed there had been a 
further 13 thefts across the borough, 


mostly in Tipton and West Bromwich, 
in around a week 

Thieves masquerading as council 
officials in fluorescent jackets had 
already made off with 19 covers over 
the first May Bank holiday weekend, 
with neighbouring Tipton one of the 
area’s hardest hit. 

The real workers have since covered 
the holes with reinforced wooden 
boards, as a stop gap solution. 


The taxpayer will be left to foot the 
bill for the thefts as drain covers cost 
between £4-500 each to replace. 

Highways officers from the council 
said replacements would feature 
hinges to stop thieves being able to 
break covers out of their frames. 

Repairs were taking place at 
Wednesbury Library in Walsall 
Street, last week after lead flashing 
was stolen from the roof. 


Notorious 
pub gets a 
new owner 

WEST Bromwich pub The 
Marksman has been taken over by 
new management, after its former 
owner sold the business. 

The Carters Green pub first courted 
controversy when it started selling the 
cheapest pints in the country - at 89p. 

The pub shut last May but then 
reopened under new management in 
December. Former leaseholder 
Mohammed Barkat has now com¬ 
pleted the sale of the business just five 
months on, after the bar had became a 
hotspot for criminals. 

Mr Barkat, who was previously 
premises licence holder at Bar Envy at 
Walsall, said: “The sale of the business 
has gone through and the new owners 
are now in charge. I will be concentrat¬ 
ing on my other property development 
interests from now on.” 

Rochdale-based Tower Grange 
Group Ltd have bought the business 
and taken over the lease of thevenue 
and adjacent resturant Nice n Spice, 
both of which are currently closed, 
added Mr Barkat. 

Firearms 

Since the pub reopened in Decem¬ 
ber, Inspector Stewart Bill told a 
meeting of the council’s licensing 
panel that gang members “behind 
multi-million pound extortion, fraud, 
firearms and drug rackets” started to 
frequent the pub. 

Reflecting on news it was under new 
management, Inspector Bill, who is 
based in West Bromwich, said: “We are 
aware the ownership has changed and 
the pub is presently closed. 

“We will speak to the new owner as 
soon as we can to establish what help 
we can give them in the future.” 

Councillor Derek Rowley, the 
borough’s chief for safer neighbour¬ 
hoods added: ‘We will be in talks with 
the new owners considering the pub’s 
history.” 

Woman, 57, 
found dead 

AN INQUEST has opened into the 
death of a Tipton woman at her home. 

Eleanor Taylor was found dead at 
her Burns Avenue home on May 16. 
She was 57. 

There were no suspicious circum¬ 
stances. 

Staff at Smethwick Coroner’s Office 
are hoping to trace family and friends 
of the deceased.

Arrest made

Tony Vincent Ashman, aged 27, has 
been held in the Caribbean and is now 
facing extradition to be questioned by 
West Midlands Police over the shoot¬ 
ing of 50-year-old Danny McCalla. 

Jamaican-born Mr McCalla, of 
Hellier Avenue, was shot at the Tropi¬ 
cal Harmony club in Bilston, in 
November 2009. 


Council car fleet is 
worth half a million

SANDWELL Council has a 
fleet of company cars costing 
almost half a million pounds, 
it has been revealed. 

A total of £460,358 was spent on 
the council’s collection, which 
includes a pair of luxury Jaguars. 

It also includes budget Renault 
Kangoos. 

Last year £15,739 was spent on 
maintaining the vehicles. The most 
expensive is a Jaguar LWB XJ Series, 
for public duties by the mayor and 
other members, which cost £44,877. 
Another Jaguar XJ Series, for the 
same purpose, cost £32,539, figures 
show. 

There are 23 Toyota Yaris cars, 
mostly used by the council’s home care 
teams. But there is also one for “ad hoc 
requirements” and another to “super¬ 
vise grass cutting teams”. 

There are three Renault Grand 
Espace vehicles, used by the council’s 
children’s service for home visits and 
transporting youngsters. 

Four Renault Kangoos are used for 
“ad hoc requirements”, five are used 
for the council’s meals-on-wheels 
service and one is used for collecting 
parts. 


The figures were released after The 
Chronicle’s sister newspaper the 
Express & Star submitted a Freedom 
of Information request to the council. 

Leader Councillor Darren Cooper 
defended the fleet, saying the number 
of cars used to be double what it is 
now. 

Cheapest 

He said: “We buy vehicles through a 
procurement partnership to max¬ 
imise the discount we get and, there¬ 
fore, we buy the cheapest vehicle of 
the class required at the time of pur¬ 
chase. 

“The reason we buy so many cars is 
that a lot of our services are provided 
within the community to vulnerable 
citizens like the elderly or children 
and therefore we need our staff to be 
mobile to reach the clients.” 

Opposition Conservative group 
leader, Councillor Ray Nock, said: “We 
certainly need the meals-on-wheels 
vehicles as its a front line service but 
we need an holistic approach to the 
rest of the vehicle fleet. 

“If planned correctly the council 
could cut 20 per cent of our costs and 
no-one would notice a change. I feel it 
does not seem an efficient way to run 
any business.” 


Magistrates court 
is set to be sold off 


A MAGISTRATES court build¬ 
ing in Sandwell is expected to be 
sold off, after the courts service 
revealed it has appointed a prop¬ 
erty agent. 

West Bromwich Magistrates Court 
has closed as part of £41 million cuts 
by the Ministry of Justice. 

The Lombard Street courthouse, a 
Grade Il-listed building which dates 
back to the 1800s, stopped hearing 
cases in December last year, with the 
court officially closing on April 15. All 
court cases have since been moved to 
Warley Magistrates Court in Oldbury. 

Her Majesty’s Courts Service had 
not confirmed what would happen to 
the building, but last week revealed it 
had appointed a property agent to 
oversee a sell-off. 

Spokesman Mark Cram said: “We 
are exploring various disposal strate¬ 
gies to obtain the best value for the 
building and we have appointed a 
property agent to assist us with that.” 

Mr Cram said the service would not 
reveal details of the agent until the 
building was formally on the market. 


The closure of the court came as a 
blow to Sandwell Council, which had 
hoped to create a thriving civic centre 
around historic buildings, including 
the courthouse and nearby town hall. 

The plans were scuppered further 
when it was revealed that large parts 
of the nearby High Street will be left 
empty when West Bromwich Building 
Society and Sandwell College move to 
new buildings. Primary care trust and 
Sandwell Council offices in the area 
are also set to close. 

Sandwell jobs and economy boss 
Ccouncillor Ian Jones said: “The 
closure of the courts has come as a 
blow to the Civic Quarter plans but I 
am pleased that HM Courts Service is 
taking steps to sell the building. 

“If it was just to fall into disrepair it 
could end up blighting the area and 
become a target for vandals.” 

As well as West Bromwich, Hale¬ 
sowen Magistrates Court plus Kid¬ 
derminster and Stourbridge county 
courts also closed this year. They were 
among 142 courts in the country ear¬ 
marked for closure. 


Art worth hanging around for

Mr Barnfield said: “This collection 
was just a side project to my main 
artwork called Tipton in Four Dimen¬ 
sions. 

Canals 

“My main project was paintings of 
images of Tipton canals and bridges 
presented on cloth four times, with the 
original mirror and reversed.” 


In this project Mr Barnfield recre¬ 
ated a series of his favourite paintings 
on cloth. 

There are some of his own works 
included in the collection, but the 
majority are copies of modern paint¬ 
ings by artists including Picasso, 
Matisse and Turner.

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Leader 
defends 
new slop 
buckets 

A SCHEME to intro¬ 
duce slop buckets to 
128,000 households in 
Sandwell by Septem¬ 
ber has been defended 
by the council’s leader. 

The food recycling 
service will see house¬ 
holders keep kitchen 
slops in the home and 
was due to roll out in the 
borough in July. However 
Serco, responsible for 
waste collections in the 
borough, has decided to 
put back the date to Sep¬ 
tember, fearing people on 
holiday will miss out on 
delivery of their bins. 

Householders will 
have to sort rubbish four 
ways - garden waste, dry 
recycling, food waste and 
rubbish. 

Refused 

A similar scheme came 
under fire after hundreds 
of Wolverhampton resi¬ 
dent sent their food 
caddies back after they 
were delivered this year. 
And 5,000 refused to 
have slop buckets at all. 

But council leader 
Darren Cooper said: “The 
food waste we’ll be col¬ 
lecting will no longer get 
dumped into polluting 
big holes in the ground 
but will be put to good 
use after being turned 
into soil improving 
compost or renewable 
energy. They are not con¬ 
troversial. They are mini 
bins for a kitchen to 
collect food scraps.” 

Two buckets will be 
given to each home, a 
five-litre container for 
kitchen waste and a 25- 
litre garden bin. Similar 
schemes elsewhere have 
led to concerns about 
smells and vermin

Self-service library 

SELF-SERVICE machines have been installed at 
Smethwick Library, enabling customers to return or 
renew books at the touch of a screen. 

The council has installed two self-service kiosks at 
the High Street library to help cut queues. Visitors 
use them by putting items inside the machine and 
following on-screen instructions. A receipt is issued 
for every transaction. 

Councillor Ann Shackleton, Sandwell’s cabinet 
member for youth, culture and leisure said: “It is 
important our libraries keep up to date with new 
technology. These self service machines are simple 
and easy to use and will cut queues at the counter.” 

Smethwick Library has been given a £200,000 
refurbishment after the council secured money from 
Big Lottery Fund. 


Sale is opportunity to restore historic mansion, says campaigner 

£2.2m price tag 
for derelict hall

A DERELICT listed hall on the 
Walsall-Sandwell border has been 
put up for sale with a £2.2 million 
price tag. 

Talks are under way between 
Walsall Council and national lottery 
chiefs to see what can be done to 
attract a new owner for Grade II- 
listed Great Barr Hall. 

Campaigners have fought for years for 
the crumbling house - which dates back to 
the 18th century and was once owned by 
the Scott family - along with 50 acres of 
parkland to be preserved and the land kept 
free of development. 

Walsall Council’s regeneration boss 
Councillor Adrian Andrew has revealed 
that he has initiated discussions with the 
Heritage Lottery Fund over the future of 
the site, which has suffered arson attacks 
and vandalism. 

“I am in the process of organising a 
meeting with the fund along with repre¬ 
sentatives of Beacon Action Group,” he 
said. 

“This is an opportunity to get the prop¬ 
erty back into friendly hands. 

“The council can’t go down the road of 
using taxpayers’ money to buy it in the 
present financial climate, but there are 
other things it can do to assist. 

“I would query the £2.2m asking price 
because it’s a derelict building and has 


been for some time. It’s really the garden 
and the lake which you would be paying 
for.” 

Heritage 

The building, which dates back to 1777, 
the gardens and landscapes have been 
placed on the English Heritage Register of 
Buildings at Risk. 

It has been in the ownership of current 
owners Manor Building Preservation 
Trust for the eight years. The sale is being 
handled by estate agent Van Weenen. 


Plans to restore the hall, off Chapel 
Lane, to its former glory have not materi¬ 
alised. The trust drew up plans for a large 
two-storey house overlooking the upper 
lake, and a bungalow, and 10ft high gates 
and railings at four entrances to the site. 

Secretary of Beacon Action Group Bob 
Winkle said: “The hall being up for sale 
really is too good an opportunity to turn 
down. If only there was a will from the 
three local authorities something could be 
done and the hall and the land could be put 
back to what the public want from them.” 


Council spend £3,900 on foreign trips 


MILAN, Germany, Prague and 
France are among overseas destina¬ 
tions visited using Sandwell Council 
taxpayers’ cash in the past two years. 

Details show £3,908.38 spent on overseas 
trips. 

They were revealed after The Chronicle’s 
sister newspaper the Express & Star submit¬ 
ted a Freedom of Information request to the 
council. 


Sandwell Council interim chief executive 
Jan Britton said: “In the relatively rare cir¬ 
cumstances where the council approves 
funding for overseas travel, it is always 
strictly scrutinised and only authorised for 
specific purposes. 

Contribute 

“Hosts or other organisations also often 
meet or contribute to costs for overseas 
travel.” 


In May 2009 Councillor Steve Eling and 
director of strategic resources Stuart Kellas 
attended an awards ceremony in Berlin 
costing £1,272 in total. 

This was after the authority was short¬ 
listed for the European Risk Management 
Awards. 

Last April a youth parliament member 
flew to Milan to represent Sandwell at an 
adult learning programme in a trip costing 
£237.30. 


Senior youth officers and two youth parlia¬ 
ment members attended a UK Youth Parlia¬ 
ment meeting in Belfast. Flights and 
accommodation cost £1,552.20. 

There was a town twinning visit to Blanc 
Mesnil in France in November that cost 
£570.08. 

Atrip to Prague for a contact seminar later 
that month in a trip costing £276.80 to 
discuss joint bids for European funding.

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Murder remains unsolved 



Victim - Scott 


POLICE admit they are 
no closer to catching the 
killers of a Tividale man 
gunned down at his home 
more than two years ago. 

Kitchen assistant Scott 
Buchanan, aged 23, was shot 
in the chest as gunmen 
stormed into his family’s Tivi¬ 
dale home in November 2008. 
His mother, Caron, was 
attacked and Scott was shot in 
a struggle as he tried to 
escape. 

A total of 988 witness state¬ 
ments were taken and several 
arrests made after the shooting. 
However, no one has been brought 
to court. 


Detectives have revealed that 
they have no new leads since the 
inquest returned a verdict of 
unlawful killing more than six 
months ago. 

Detective Inspector Simon 
Astle, leading the investigation, 
said the case was still active but 
there had been no new develop¬ 
ments. 

Burst 

Caron Buchanan told the 
inquest in November she 
answered a single knock at the 
front door of the Callaghan Drive 
home. She asked Scott, who was 
on his laptop in the living room, 
whether he was expecting 
anyone. 

As she turned the key he called 
to her to stop but it was too late. 


The door burst open and two or 
three people charged in. She was 
hit on the head. The victim’s 
brother Errol was sleeping 
upstairs during the incident. 

Errol Buchanan was jailed with 
his mother Caron after police 
investigating Scott’s killing found 
£14,250 cash and £27,680 worth 
of cocaine and amphetamines at 
the house in Tividale. 

The 24-year-old of Burrington 
Road, Bartley Green, Birming¬ 
ham, was jailed for six years last 
April after admitting possessing 
cocaine and amphetamine with 
intent to supply. 

Part-time cleaner Mrs 
Buchanan was locked up for 12 
months after admitting acquiring 
criminal property and money 
laundering.

Asda get green light 
to build petrol station 


AN Asda supermarket in 
Oldbury that abandoned 
multi-million pound plans 
to expand has won permis¬ 
sion to build a new petrol 
station instead. 

Asda, in Wolverhampton Road, 
next to Junction 2 of the M5, will 
build a six-pump forecourt on 
vacant land next to its car park, 
creating up to eight jobs. 

It dropped plans to extend the 
store by 11,840 sq ft, creating 50 
jobs, last year after West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service pulled 


out of plans to build a base there. 

Sandwell Council planning 
bosses approved the 24-hour fuel 
station. 

Asda property spokesman 
Oliver Jones said: “Our new six 
pump forecourt will help us 
deliver everyday low costs to 
everyone in Oldbury.” 

It will be semi-automated, with 
drivers able to pay at the pump or 
at a kiosk. 

In its application papers, Asda 
said: “The development will 
deliver new jobs to the area whilst 
redeveloping a redundant area of 


land without detriment to the 
nearby wildlife corridor.” 

The application says earth 
removed to install petrol tanks 
will be used to create a landscap¬ 
ing feature behind the develop¬ 
ment. 

In December it emerged West 
Midlands Ambulance Service had 
pulled out of plans for a £4 million 
ambulance base on the site. 

It decided to spend £500,000 on 
improving its existing base in 
Oldbury instead. Mr Jones would 
not be drawn on future develop¬ 
ments at the site. 


Flashing signal at 
lorry crash bridge 


A £52,000 warning 
system is going live at 
the Tipton Metro bridge, 
which saw 20 lorry 
crashes over five years. 

Despite signs warning 
about the low bridge, 
heavy good vehicles have 
regularly crashed into 
the 13ft-high tram 
bridge in Great Bridge 
Road, with several 
tipping over and block¬ 
ing the road. 

Flashing signals are 
now in place on the 
north-bound approach to 
the bridge and the south 
bound signals were due 
to go live last week. 


Sandwell Council and 
transport authority 
Centro joined forces to 
fund the warning 
system. 

Each of the authorities 
paid £26,000 towards 
the system. 

Beam 

The system works 
using an electronic beam 
linked to a flashing 
warning sign. 

When a lorry breaks 
the beam the electronic 
warning sign will flash to 
tell the driver that their 
vehicle is too high to pass 
under.

Originally built as a private resi¬ 
dence in the 1920s, the Clover Spa in 
Chester Road has been refurbished. 

Mr Higgs said he has ensured that 
the hotel and spa has retained the 
intimacy and individuality of a 


private home but provides the peace 
and tranquillity for naturists who 
live in and travel to Birmingham. 

The rooms cost about £120 a night 
including breakfast, and the hotel is 
proving to be popular with people 
from all over Europe. 

Nudity 

On arrival at reception, all guests 
will confirm that they are comfort¬ 
able with communal nudity before 
they enter the main part of the prem¬ 
ises. Day spa users are then taken 
through to the changing rooms and 
residents can go to their bedroom. 
From then on, all guests may enjoy 
the hotel without clothes for the 


duration of their stay. The hotel pro¬ 
vides towels and robes so guests can 
cover up if they wish. When taking 
exercise, supportive clothing is 
allowed but swimwear is forbidden. 

At reception, all guests will have to 
acknowledge acceptance of the 
naturist terms and conditions before 
entry to the facility. 

Father-of-four Mr Higgs said: 
“We’ve created a relaxed and chilled- 
out environment where naturists 
can come along and unwind.” 

Mr Higgs, aged 55, has been a 
naturist most of his life.

Chime for 
a change 

MUSICAL play equipment will be 
installed as part of the £180,000 refur¬ 
bishment of a West Bromwich play area. 

Trampolines, table tennis, table football games 
and a giant hamster wheel will also be installed. 
They will be put up at the town’s historic Dartmouth 
Park as part of the upgrade set to take place this 
autumn. 

A series of “chimes” — upright poles that make a 
sound when struck - will be installed in the play¬ 
ground as part of the new plans, along with tradi¬ 
tional equipment. This will include new 
roundabouts, see-saws and climbing frames. 

John Satchwell, Dartmouth Park project officer, 
revealed that work is set to start at the beginning of 
September. He said: “This is a substantial invest¬ 
ment and everything is going to plan.

“We are delighted to be able to include the musical 
equipment and the giant hamster wheel is another 
exciting new part of the design. There is nothing like 
this anywhere else in the borough and this is some¬ 
thing we think the youngsters will really enjoy.” 

Sandwell Council has spoken to parents and 
youngsters who use the play ground and is creating 
the specialist area for younger children, including 
toddler swings and roundabouts. 

It had originally been hoped the work could be 
carried out before the summer holidays but delivery 
times for equipment meant this was not possible. 
Bosses have opted to delay the installation until the 
first week of September so that the play area will 
remain open throughout the summer holidays. 

It is expected to take between four and six weeks 
for the new facilities to be put in, with workmen also 
set to spruce up existing equipment at the same 
time.

Madeleine Jones, aged 35, of 
Cemetery Road, had a strimmer 
stolen from the shed in her back 
garden, which backs on to the 
allotments. She said: “I think they 
might have been watching 
because I’d just taken in some 
equipment.” 

Stole 

Last month, thieves stole a 
£300 cultivator from a shed 
belonging to Audley Dupee, aged 
56, of West Bromwich, and 
another machine was taken in 
January. 

Sandwell Council spokesman 
Dave Lawley said the authority 
had increased the patrols carried 
out by its wardens at the site.

CCTV appeal over fire on double-decker

The main road, near to 
Sandwell Hospital, was 
closed for over two hours 
whilst emergency crews 
worked at the scene at 
around 9am on Valentine’s 
Day. 

No-one was injured as a 
result of the fire but it is 
thought passengers had 
been on board. 

Disruption 

Police constable John 
Cross, from West Bromwich 
police station, is investigat¬ 
ing the offence and a CCTV 
image has now been released 
of the youth who police want 
to speak with. 


He said: “This fire caused 
significant disruption that 
morning and could have 
quite easily caused harm to 
passengers and others in the 
area had this got out of hand. 

“As it was, the fire 
destroyed the top deck of the 
bus, causing tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of 
damage. 

“We urge anyone who 
recognises the man pictured 
to come forward as we 
believe he may have infor¬ 
mation to help our inquiry.”

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More than 30 
arrested in 
blitz on crime 


MORE than 30 suspected bur¬ 
glars and robbers were arrested 
in just one week of a blitz on 
serious crime in Sandwell. 

Nearly half of the 33 people 
arrested were remanded in custody, 
said Superintendent Bas Javid, the 
new head of crime and operations for 
Sandwell. 

The arrests were earlier this month 
after two initiatives to crack down on bur¬ 
glary were launched - Operation Banish 
and Operation Accomplice. 

The Banish initiative covers the 
Charlemont, Grove Vale and Newton 
areas, while Operation Accomplice is 


being run around Langley and Rowley. 

Meanwhile, robberies around Smeth¬ 
wick High Street and Victoria Park are 
being hit by the new Operation Justice. 

Mr Javid said the 33 suspected bur¬ 
glars and robbers were arrested. 

“Cutting robbery and burglary is our 
priority and the biggest impact we can 
have is to arrest offenders. If they con¬ 
tinue to offend, they will be put away,” he 
said. 

“We are targeting robberies because of 
their impact on victims the invasion of 
personal space and the fear they cause 
from the threat of violence. 

Supt Javid said the operations had cut 
burglaries and robberies compared to 
crime figures for the same time last year.

Warning over leaks 


SANDWELL Council’s chief 
executive has warned workers 
they are risking the cash-strapped 
authority hundreds of thousands 
of pounds in fines. 

Jan Britton issued the warning as 
officers looked into a possible fresh 
leak of personal data by the authority. 
Details are still unclear but an inves¬ 
tigation has begun. 

The news comes after it was revealed 
council staff had leaked details of vulnera¬ 


ble children seven times in February and 
March. 

Mr Britton said: “Councils, Sandwell 
included, have reached the point where 
‘we’ve always done it this way’ or ‘it was a 
mistake’ cease to be acceptable excuses. 

“I’ve said before that data protection 
should not be taken lightly. Yet I’ve been 
told there may have been another data 
breach - I don’t know the details yet and 
the investigation could take several weeks. 

“The data commissioner is handing 
council fines that run into hundreds of 
thousands of pounds and employees face 


legal action and disciplinary measures 
from their employers. 

“Each and every one of these breaches 
breaks the law and every one had the 
potential to damage someone’s life.” 

An investigation under the Freedom of 
Information Act revealed the council 
breached the Data Protection Act 16 times 
in the last three years. 

Prompted 

The breaches came despite the authority 
spending £26,403 a year on encryption 
software across its laptops to prevent 
similar leaks happening. 

Initial set-up for the software cost the 
taxpayer £101,644, which was prompted 
when one worker lost a memory stick, 
without password protection, containing 
details of vulnerable children and their 
families in spring 2009. The worker had 
downloaded the data in order to carry out 
work at home - in a breach of council 
policy - but lost the memory stick. 

Mr Britton added: “I am planning to ask 
internal audit to check that the recommen¬ 
dations arising from these investigations 
have actually been put in place. 

“I’m going to have to ask what actions 
were taken in respect of the employees who 
were responsible for these breaches and 
what actions we might have to take in the 
future.” 


Ten pee toilet opens 


CRADLEY Heath’s new town 
centre public toilet is now open. 

The convenience is close to the Cradley 
Column in the town’s High Street between 
Wether spoons and Tesco. 

The toilet will be operated and main¬ 
tained at no cost to the council by partners 
J C Decaux, with all costs funded through 
advertising revenue. Three similar toilets 
introduced across the borough over the 
past five years have proved reliable. 

Customers will pay just lOp to use the 


toilet, which is open all hours and fully 
accessible to people with disabilities. 

Cabinet member for safer neighbour¬ 
hoods Councillor Derek Rowley said: 
“Cradley Heath’s previous public toilets 
were knocked down several years ago to 
make way for the by-pass. They were so old 
we offered them to the Black Country 
Living Museum! 

“We have now been able to provide the 
people of Cradley Heath with state of the 
art toilets fit for the twenty first century.”

The high

TAXPAYERS in the West Mid¬ 
lands are being billed hundreds 
of thousands of pounds each 
season for the policing of 
Premier League football 
matche. 

Data obtained from West Midlands 
Police under Freedom of Information 
laws shows that the force estimated it 
cost£1.14 million to police the home fix¬ 
tures of Aston Villa and West Bromwich 
Albionduring the 2008/9 season.. 

However, it was only reimbursed 
£875,655, made up of £567,132 from 
Villa and £308,523 from Albion - the 
region’s only two top flight clubs at the 
time - leaving a shortfall of £266,111. 

Clubs only have to pay back the “foot¬ 
print” policing costs incurred inside 
their ground and on their property. 

The rest - “consequential” costs — 
such as the policing of railway stations, 
city centres and pubs near grounds 


price of 
football 

clubs, who can afford to pay their 
players millions of pounds a year in 
salaries,” he says. “These so called ‘con¬ 
sequential costs’ are simply business 
costs incurred by the clubs whilst 
making vast profits. Why should we 
continue to subsidise this multi-billion 
pound global industry? 

“Given these tough economic times, 
its time the Premiership stood on its 
own two feet - and covered all the costs 
of policing their industry,” he adds. 

It follows January’s record-breaking 
bout of spending by clubs which totalled 
£225m - during a period of belt-tighten¬ 
ing across the rest of Britain. 

West Midlands Police is being forced 
to make savings of£125m, Staffordshire 
Police £39m and West Mercia Police 
£10m as Government funding for the 
police service is cut by 20 per cent in real 
terms by 2014-15. 

Police charge football clubs £56.39 per 
hour for the deployment of a police con¬ 
stable, £65.62 per hour for every ser-

Figures obtained for last season - 
2009/10 - show West Midlands Police 
recovered £1.23 million for policing the 
home games of Wolves, Aston Villa and 
Birmingham City.

Increase 

This is an increase of 40 per cent on 
the previous season because of an extra 
West Midlands club in the top flight. 

If the policing costs outside the foot¬ 
ball clubs’ premises went up by the same 
ratio, the taxpayer bill would be an esti¬ 
mated £372,555. 

West Midlands MP Aidan Burley says 
it is time Premier League clubs paid the 
policing bill in full.

Games are usually policed by a 
number of police support units (PSU) 
comprising 21 police constables, 
three sergeants and one inspector, 
making the total cost of a PSU £8,684 
for an average six hour match-day 
shift. Each fixture is categorised 
depending on crowd size, the time of 
day a game is being played and fans’ 
behaviour records. 

Risk 

This ranges from club steward (CS) 
only which requires no policing to low 
risk (category A); medium risk (cate¬ 
gory B); high risk (category C) and 
finally category C with increased risk 


- usually derbies and clubs where 
there is a history of crowd trouble. 

A maximum of two PSUs on 
average are deployed to low risk 
matches, three to medium risk 
games, four to those considered high 
risk and four or more to those with an 
increased risk. 

The categories and number of offi¬ 
cers/hours are agreed with individ¬ 
ual clubs at the start of the season. 

West Midlands clubs spent more 
than £1.6 million on policing at 
matches last season. Aston Villa 
spent £509,913; Birmingham City, 
£368,217; Wolves, £348,415; Albion, 
£231,557 and Walsall, £41,002. 

In 2008/09, the total was £1.8 


million, Villa spending £567,132; 
Birmingham, £360,738; Wolves, 
£324,111; Albion, £308,523; Walsall, 
£42,866. The costliest matches in the 
2009/10 season were the local derbies 
between Wolves, Villa and Birming¬ 
ham and when Molineux and St 
Andrew’s played host to Manchester 
United, and City played Stoke. 

Inspector Howard Lewis-Jones, 
from West Midlands Police force’s 
football unit, says: “We are keen to 
make sure that we don’t over-police 
fixtures. We need to get it right to 
manage the risk and not just throw 
resources at it because obviously we 
are taking resources away from other 
policing.”

Council is 
spending 
£50,000 on 
new cars 

CASH-strapped Sandwell Council is 
forking out more than £50,000 on new 
cars despite slashing budgets and hun¬ 
dreds of jobs. 

Seven brand new Nissan Note cars have been 
added to a pool of vehicles for staff, each costing 
£7,500. 

Bosses have defended the move, saying it will save 
money in the long run as it will avoid having to pay 
staff mileage costs. But critics said the purchase was 
unnecessary and an “insult” to staff at a time the 
authority is axing 520 jobs. 

The latest spend on vehicles comes after the 
authority said it planned to pay £500,000 for a fleet 
of electric cars and charging points, although these 
plans are currently on hold. 

Mileage 

It follows a decision to cut mileage claims for staff 
from 65p to 45p in a bid to save £1 million a year, a 
decision which caused uproar among workers, with 
some threatening to walk out. 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain said by increasing 
its car pool, currently 43 vehicles, it will save money 
and prevent wear and tear on workers’ cars. 

Brian Rickers, spokesman for union Unite said: 
“The council says that buying more pool cars will 
save money but I don’t see how. It isn’t just the initial 
cost, but tax, insurance and fuel. Spending this 
money is another insult to staff at this difficult 
time.” 

The council faces £31m of cuts in 2011/12. 


Metal signs for the cut 


SCULPTURES to be displayed 
alongside the canals in the Black 
Country as part of £40,000 history 
trail are being cut from steel. 

Intricate designs by Cradley Heath 
artist and sculptor Luke Perry are 
being brought to life at Midtherm 
Laser Ltd in Dudley. 

The sculptures are among 35 that 
will be displayed along the Dudley 
Canal. The trail will stretch from 
Blowers Green Bridge on Pear Tree 


Lane in Dudley along the canal 
through Bumble Hole Nature Reserve 
on the Sandwell border to the Gorsty 
Hill Tunnel in Old Hill. 

Luke, aged 27, has designed all the 
artworks, which include highly deco¬ 
rative signs and Midtherm Laser Ltd 
are cutting the shapes from the metal. 

The trail, which has been funded by 
Community Spaces, is set to open on 
July 31.

Lane, Oldbury, has secured £1.8 million from the 
Skills Funding Agency. Chris Luty, director, said: 
“The aim is that it gives young people a kick start 
back into learning which will then lead to a place at 
college, an apprenticeship or employment.”

Lipsy also opened a 
branch in Dudley’s Merry 
Hill in December, creat¬ 
ing 11 jobs and has a 
store in the Bullring in 
Birmingham. 


A BLACK Country brothel owner who 
was jailed for failing to hand over £2 
million in ill-gotten gains is fighting from 
behind bars to stop his property being 
sold off. 

Lawyers representing Dudley man Carl 
Pritchett, aged 57, who was originally jailed 
for two years, have moved to block the author¬ 
ities from clawing back some of the ill-gotten 
cash in court court. 


Pritchett was jailed for running Cuddles Massage 
Parlour in Hagley Road, Bearwood, and his sen¬ 
tence was increased to seven years after he failed to 
hand over the millions he made from his brothel. 

At Stoke Crown Court last week, Prosecutor Miss 
Emma Cutts asked Judge Michael Dudley to 
appoint a receiver to start selling off Pritchett’s 
estate, which includes three properties. 

She told the judge: “There is a confiscation order 
for £2m still outstanding. The receiver will realise 
the maximum amount from these properties to go 
towards the order.”

For Pritchard, Mr Jonathan Barker said: ‘Mr 
Pritchett does not consent to the appointment of a 
receiver. 

Contacted 

“He has been contacted by a gentlemen who is 
interested in buying the properties and he would like 
to investigate this further.” 

Mr Barker added that Pritchett, who was not in 
court, is trying to recover £800,000 of his money 
which was in the hands of an accountant who 
declared himself bankrupt. 

Judge Dudley adjourned the case until next month 
and ordered that Pritchett should attend the next 
hearing. 

Pritchett, of The Parade, Dudley, was initially 
jailed in 2006 following a raid on the brothel in 2005 
when police found 19 foreign women had been 
employed as sex workers. 

Papers found at the brothel showed it had an 
average of 490 clients a week, bringing in £6m profit 
from 1999 to 2005, although this estimate was later 
reduced to £3.5m. 

Sandwich option 

MANY children in Sandwell who pay for school 
dinners could now choose sandwiches instead of a 
hot meal, following a pilot project in the borough. 

In some schools, pupils will get the option of a hot 
meat or vegetarian meal or a packed lunch. 

A pilot project last summer showed youngsters 
often preferred sandwiches in hot weather or on 
days when there were activities and they were in a 
rush. 

Packed lunches made by the council’s catering 
team will now be made available for the first time for 
pupils who pay for meals. 

The scheme is being introduced in primary and 
secondary schools at the discretion of the head¬ 
teacher.

Scraps not slops in the bin 


I WAS sorry to seethe Chronicle’s nor¬ 
mally high standards slip this week 
(“Borough to get ‘slop buckets’ in 
autumn”) in its reporting of the council’s 
plans to give residents a better deal on 
waste collections. 

What’s happening is that our waste part¬ 
ners Serco will supply householders with a 
mini-bin to store food scraps in the kitchen 
before emptying them into a larger bin kept 
with the rest of their waste outside for collec¬ 
tion by the council. 

As far as I can see, everyone’s a winner 
here. 

The food waste gets treated separately so 


able energy or soil improving compost. That 
means there’s less rubbish to chuck into big 
holes in the ground which the council (in 
other words, householders as taxpayers) 
would have to pay big bucks for in landfill 
taxes. 

It’s also an expansion of recycling services 
for residents to add to the cardboard, paper, 
glass and garden waste etc they already get 
collected. 

Phrase 

So why, then, does the Chronicle choose 
to refer to the little food bins as “slop 
buckets”? 

This phrase gives an impression of a 
smelly, liquid mess kept in a container 


it can be taken away and turned into renew- without a lid - exactly the opposite of a mini¬ 


bin (complete with lid) for mainly solid food 
scraps. 

No-one would want a “slop bucket” in their 
kitchen. But I believe many people will 
welcome the kind of mini-bin and service I’ve 
tried to describe - far more hygienic, surely, 
than the pedal bins most people dump 
kitchen scraps into at the moment. 

So is the Chronicle really trying to put 
people off by using such an inaccurate and 
downright nasty bit of language? 

Or is it just sloppy reporting?

Movestomake Cuts hit deaf children 
folk wait longer 
for their pension 


PEOPLE aged 56 or 57(or indeed younger) are 
going to be hit hard by the Government’s plan to 
speed up increases to the State Pension Age 
(SPA). 

SPA was scheduled to increase to 65 for women by 
2020 and to 66 for both men and women by 2026. Now 
the Coalition wants the SPA for women to be 65 by 
2018 and 66 for both men and women by 2020. This 
will particularly affect women born after 6 April 1953 
and men born after 6 December 1953. 

Women, who have already seen their state pension 
age moved from 60 to 63 or 64, now face waiting up to 
two years extra for their hard-earned pension, the 
unluckiest losing over £10,000. Men will have to wait 
up to an extra year, with most losing over £5,000. 

The Pensions Bill that will make these changes will 
be debated in the House of Commons in the next few 
weeks. You can find out how you are affected and sign 
a petition against the changes at www.usdaw.org.uk.

Reviews 


The Merchant of Venice, 

Royal Shakespeare Theatre, 

Stratford-upon-Avon. 

DIRECTOR Rupert Goold’s brash and bold 
version of Shakespeare’s most controversial 
play could be renamed The Merchant of 
Vegas, relocating the tale of Shylock the Jew 
from 1500s Venice to Sin City USA. 

It is set amid the gaming tables and fruit 
machines of a casino complete with show¬ 
girls, mobsters and a hip-shaking Elvis imper¬ 
sonator. 

The purists and the traditionalists will loathe 
it. But this is vibrant, sexy, laugh-out-loud 
Shakespeare which, crucially, does not flinch 
from the cruel anti-Semitism at the heart of 
this play. 

In this glitzy production ducats change to 
dollars and Shakespeare’s lines are delivered 
with broad American accents. 

Within this radical re-imagining, which 
bares the stamp of the director who had West 
End success with the flashy and hard-hitting 
Enron, Shakespeare’s language and themes 
of racism and greed remain intact. It is not 
dumbed down but it is on an artificial high, as 
are some of the characters judging by the little

white wraps they slip each other. Patrick 
Stewart is implacable and frightening as the 
money-lender Shylock, literally demanding 
his “pound of flesh” from the merchant 
Antonio (a solemn performance by Scott 
Handy) when he fails to repay his debt. 

Here his vengeance is partly redirected rage 
after his daughter Jessica (a dowdy, bespec¬ 
tacled Caroline Martin) betrays him by running 


off with her Christian boyfriend (Daniel Perci- 
val’s wiseguy Lorenzo) and the family treasure. 
They leave dressed as Batman and Robin 
during a riotous carnival. 

Stewart delivers the “Hath not a Jew eyes?” 
speech with great power. 

It opens the audience’s eyes to his pain at 
the casual, unthinking self-righteous racism of 
Antonio and his ilk. It is insult and exclusion 


that drives Shylock’s monstrous thirst for 
revenge. 

However, the actor knight is not the star of 
this production. Susannah Fielding is stunning 
as a southern belle Portia, the woman wooed 
by Antonio’s friend Bassanio (Richard 
Riddell’s hunk with a heart), the financing of 
which caused the debt. 

The scenes in which her suitors must solve 
a riddle and choose a casket to prove their 
suitability, is presented as the TV quiz show 
Destiny. Contestants include the Prince of 
Morocco as heavyweight boxer and Mexican- 
hat wearing Prince of Arragon. 

Her Portia is no dumb blonde, akin to 
Legally Blonde’s Elle Woods as she turns into 
a lawyer (in disguise as a man) for one of the 
most famous court scenes in theatre. 

All the glittering glamour is cast aside in a 
downbeat ending. 

Fielding is spellbinding as Portia breaks 
down, tearing off her blonde wig and stum¬ 
bling out of her high heels as she realises her 
Bassanio loves Antonio more. 

The Merchant of Venice is in the RSC’s 
repertoire at Stratford until September 24.

SWEAT glistening on brows and a struggle to breathe 
after two hours of high energy, high emotion singing and 
dancing - and that was just the audience at The All New 
Original Tribute to the Blues Brothers. 

The Brothers themselves and their backing singers and 
dancers, the Bluettes, must have been absolutely shat¬ 
tered. 

This show doesn’t try to tell the original story of how 
Jake and Elwood were trying to raise cash for an orphan¬ 
age through their shows. Basically it just takes you on a 
breathless ride through a series of great songs. 

As usual, it starts with the Peter Gunn Theme and Act 1 
also includes classics like Can’t Turn You Loose, Shake A 
Tail Feather, Respect and Land of a Thousand Dances. 

Brad Henshaw makes an ideal Jake and brings back 
memories of John Belushi, who first played the role. 
Henshaw is just the right build - slightly overweight with 
his shirt buttons straining to contain his stomach and 
dishevelled compared with the smart Elwood (Daniel 
Fletcher).

In the end, this victory was largely for¬ 
gotten as the match became a sideshow to 
what was unfolding at White Hart Lane 
via radio, text messages and the much- 
cheered scoreboard updates at Villa Park. 

Of course, Villa fans have every reason 
to gloat at has happened to their neigh¬ 
bours from Small Heath but you would 
have to hope the sum of the claret and 
blues’ ambition is not pinned directly to the 
fortunes of their lesser city rivals. 

Villa are much bigger than all that and 
getting their own house in order over the 
summer should be the priority. 

But, after the season they have had, to 
finish in ninth place is at least a crumb of 
comfort for supporters. 

There were a lot of positives to be taken 
out of their performance against a Liver¬ 
pool side who, bereft of some of their star 
players, still had a shout of qualifying for 
Europe before this match. 

Indeed it should give Villa hope that 
they more than held their own against 
Kenny Dalglish’s side and were worthy 
winners on the day. 

It was certainly a complete contrast to 
the feeble performance they produced at 
Anfield in December when a lacklustre 
Villa side rolled over as the Reds cruised to 
a 3-0 win. 

As against Arsenal last week, Villa seem 
to have resolved some of their defensive 
frailties which have hampered them all 
season. 

Having thrown away the lead from a 



winning position more than anyone else in 
the Premier League, Villa have strung two 
wins together against top sides which 
shows encouraging signs for next season. 

What the last two performances also 
show is that all of the nonsense spoken 
about Gary McAllister’s supposed unpopu¬ 
larity among the Villa players behind the 
scenes does not have much credibility. For 
two weeks running they have turned up 
and performed when they could easily 
have slipped into end-of-season mode. 

The final game of the campaign also now 
brings into focus the most pertinent issue 
for the Villa hierarchy to resolve and they 
must act quickly to make a decision over 
the future of manager Gerard Houllier. 
There have been glimpses under Houllier 
- and latterly McAllister — of what this 
crop of Villa players are capable of and, 
going forward, they should be given a 
chance to see the project through. 

Whispers from the corridors of power at 
Villa Park are that Houllier may return, 
albeit with a reduced workload, and if this 
the case they must come out and say it as 
soon as possible. 

Crucial 

Keeping supporters and players in the 
loop is crucial but the most important 
thing is preventing a repeat of the uncer¬ 
tainty which hampered preparations 
before this campaign. 

Villa must hit the ground running in 
August and not allow things to drift - and 
the same goes for those players facing 
uncertain futures at the club. 

With regards to Ashley Young in partic¬ 
ular, another James Milner type situation 
cannot be allowed to develop and decisive 
action at boardroom level now becomes the 
focus. 

As for the game itself, McAllister stuck 
with the same starting line-up which saw 


Villa claim a 2-1 win over Arsenal as they 
lined up with a 4-5-1 formation while 
Steven Gerrard’s presence in the away end 
caught the imagination of Liverpool fans. 

After a subdued start, the visitors went 
close in the 13th minute from a Raul 
Meireles corner which fell to the feet of 
Lucas but the Brazilian saw his shot 
blocked on the line by Ashley Young. 

Goalkeeper Brad Friedel had to be alert 
five minutes later to come off his line to 
clear a long ball which Luis Suarez had run 
on to. 

Aseries of injuries and substitutions dis¬ 
rupted the flow of the game but Villa took 
the lead in the 33rd minute after some neat 
build-up play involving Darren Bent and 
substitute Marc Albrighton. 

The young winger delivered a deep cross 
to the back post which picked out Stewart 
Downing who controlled the ball before he 
smashed a powerful shot which flew past 
Jose Reina into the roof the net from an 
acute angle. 

Liverpool had a chance to equalise six 
minutes before the half-time interval 
when Meireles curled a free-kick into the 
penalty area but Martin Skrtel was unable 
to get the decisive touch. 

Dalglish’s side were presented with a 
good opportunity from a free-kick, 10 
minutes after the break, but Meireles saw 
his delivery from the edge of the box 
headed clear by the commanding presence 
of Richard Dunne. 

It continued to be Liverpool who looked 
the more likely side to score as the game 
wore on and they were presented with 
their best chance in the 61st minute. 

Suarez sold the Villa defence a brilliant 
dummy and laid the ball to Meireles who 
went for placement rather than power and 
Friedel save brilliantly as he clawed the 
goal-bound shot away 

James Collins had a chance to double 
Villa’s advantage four minutes later when 
Young picked him out from a free-kick on 
the right flank but the Wales defender got 
the ball caught under his feet. 

Fabio Aurelio went close with a well- 
struck free-kick in the 72nd minute which 
whistled past the post before Young played 


in Bent moments later but his long-range 
shot was comfortably saved by Reina. 

Villa had a golden opportunity to seal 
the points when Albrighton found Bent 
inside the penalty and he drilled a low ball 
across the six-yard box but substitute 
Gabby Agbonlahor could not get a touch as 
he slid in at the back post with the goal 
gaping. 

Petrov hit a low drive in the 80th minute 
which was saved by Reina but the crowd 
attention switched their attentions to dra¬ 
matic events elsewhere as the game 
petered out. 


TALKING POINT 


WINNING HABIT: Villa have sud¬ 
denly remembered how to win football 
matches. Their record from losing or 
drawing from winning positions is still 
shocking but over the past two 
matches something seems to have 
clicked into place. The fact it has come 
against two marquee teams in the 
Premier League in Arsenal and Liver¬ 
pool only serves to leave fans scratch¬ 
ing their heads as to why they have 
been unable to find this level of res¬ 
oluteness earlier in the season. It also 
gives cause for optimism for next 
season that Villa are not that far away 
from where they want to be.

On the 
playing front, Villa will need to plan for 
several high-profile departures.

If Ashley Young 
leaves - as is looking increasingly 
likely - then Villa will need a quality 
attacking player as well as finding the 
right partner for Darren Bent.

Silly Fury stole 
thunder from 
Midland battle 


THE West Midlands super-fight ended in a wide 
points loss for West Bromwich’s Young Mutley 
against Frankie Gavin but the fight was marred by 
a ringside fracas involving Tyson Fury. 

As Mutley and Gavin were in mid-contest, English 
heavyweight champion Fury suddenly appeared, bare¬ 
chested, hurling insults and gestures at British title 
holder Dereck Chisora, seated ringside. A melee ensued 
which was eventually diffused by security, with Fury 
thrown out of London’s 02 Arena. 

It was another twist in what was a memorable night of 
boxing, which saw Nathan Cleverly retain his WBO world 
title and, in Saturday’s main event, George Groves finally 
shut James DeGale up by handing the Olympic gold 
medallist his first professional defeat, unifying the 
British and Commonwealth titles in the process. 

The first title fight of the night was an all-West Mid¬ 
lands affair as Mutley took on Birmingham’s Gavin, with 
the vacant WBO Inter-Continental belt up-for-grabs. 

It pitted the Black Country’s former British welter¬ 
weight champion against Britain’s only world amateur 
title winner, the region’s biggest fight since Matthew 
Macklin beat Wayne Elcock in 2009. The British mid¬ 
dleweight title changed hands between the Birmingham 
duo that night and another Second City fighter won this 
time, Gavin adding the belt to his Irish light welter crown. 

But battling binman Mutley, who had just turned 35, 
became only the second man to go the distance with 
‘Funtime’ Frankie. Starting slowly has been a trait during 
the 12-year career of Mutley - real name Lee Woodley - 
and it came back to haunt him again on Saturday night. 

Three times Gavin tagged him in the first round, first 
with two crunching body shots before a right hook hit the 
target. Another two right hooks in the second round saw 
Mutley’s eyes start to glaze and forced referee Richie 
Davies into his corner at the end of the session, to estab¬ 
lish whether he could continue. 

Pressure 

But the last thing to go is a fighter’s punch and Gavin 
was hit harder in the third than he, perhaps, has ever 
been with a thunderous right from Mutley, that sent his 
opponent skidding across the ring. That was when the 
Black Country fighter should have stepped up the pres¬ 
sure but Mutley sat back in the fourth and let Gavin off 
the hook. But the later rounds were still keenly contested 
and they didn’t want to stop fighting at all at the end of 
the sixth round, referee Davies forced to step in and usher 
the boxers back to their corners. 

Mutley looked to have taken a share of the seventh as 
both went to the body, and it was Gavin who took the more 
shots. The eighth round wasn’t just memorable for the 
appearance of Fury, blood was also spilled in the ring, 
from the right eyebrow of Mutley. It went the distance and 
the scorecards, with Mutley well behind on all three 
counts. Two judges had him losing 10 of the 12 rounds, 
while the other had him eight sessions behind. 

There was also little to cheer about for West Browmich’s 
Marcus Portman. He was blown away by Swindon’s Jamie 
Cox in three rounds as both fighters made their respective 
comebacks. 

Portman was returning to the ring after a 19-month 
break and Cox had been out for a year, and was stepping 
up to light-middle from welter. 

Portman couldn’t get going in an impressive display 
from the 2006 Commonwealth Games gold medallist, who 
aggressively took the fight to his opponent. 

Cox was clinical in his work but took shots himself, most 
notably a right hand and a stiff jab that shook his head in 
the second round. 

But the fight turned when Portman ended up getting 
caught on the ropes, taking two to the body as he covered 
up. 

Referee John Keane thought that was enough and 
decided to stop the fight, a strange call considering 
Portman had been allowed to carry on under arguably 
-more pressure early

A Tchoyi-ful end 
to great season 


AN UNLIKELY hero ensured 
Albion ended a fabulous season 
on another high note at St James 
Park. 

While events on Tyneside were 
never destined to match the emo¬ 
tions of do-or-die fixtures else¬ 
where, a fine Somen Tchoyi 
hat-trick ensured the Baggies’ 
mem orable campaign had a fit¬ 
tingly rousing finale. 

Having steered themselves to 
safety under the assured guidance of 
Roy Hodgson, Albion borrowed pages 
from the playbooks of his two imme¬ 
diate predecessors to complete their 
fixtures with a stylish comeback. 

The calamitous defending that handed 
a half-paced Newcastle a 3-0 lead was like 
a flashback to the days of Tony Mowbray 
and the final, demoralised weeks of 
Roberto Di Matteo. But the character and 
spirit that underpinned both men’s 
regimes has been retained by Hodgson 
and it propelled his side to a stunning 
fightback. 

Satisfying 

The result was a swashbuckling draw 
that, for the near-3,000 travelling fans, 
could be dubbed ‘Satisfying Sunday’ in the 
lingo of Sky Sports’ marketing men. 

For much of the afternoon the action in 
the North East felt, quite predictably, like 
a sideshow to the main events taking 
place at various venues further south. 

Yet try telling Tchoyi, the Baggies fans 
or the Hawthorns money-men that the 
Cameroon international’s unforeseen 
treble didn’t matter, at least a little. 

It was not quite enough to give 



Hodgson’s men the prize they most craved, 
as Villa’s victory over Liverpool denied the 
Baggies top spot in the West Midlands 
mini-league on goal difference. 

But the mercurial forward’s three goals 
were enough to see his side to their best 
ever finish in the Premier League and a 
highest placing in England’s top flight for 
more than 28 years. 

And the dramatic diving header that 
completed the treble in the 90th minute 
turned out to be worth £2.4m in prize 
money to the Baggies as it lifted them three 
places in the table. It was a brilliantly 
unpredictable afternoon that, in other cir¬ 
cumstances, might well have grabbed the 
national headlines. 

In a surprisingly entertaining opening, 
the Baggies might have taken the lead on 
seven minutes when Tchoyi showed a rare 
first-half glimpse of his potential, robbing 
a dawdling Jose Enrique and squaring for 
Marc-Antoine Fortune, who saw his shot 
blocked brilliantly on the line by Steven 
Taylor. 

The Magpies centre-back would deny the 
Baggies and Fortune again late in the first 
half with a clearance that rebounded off 
goalkeeper Tim Krul and bounced to safety. 

Unsurprisingly, the Baggies failed to 
deal with a set-piece to go 1-0 down on 16 
minutes. Jonas Olsson was unlucky when 
his headed clearance rebounded back into 
the danger zone off Tchoyi but there were 
several chances for the visitors to clear 
before Taylor found himself unmarked on 
the line to turn home a loose ball. 

Then the latest error from keeper Scott 
Carson allowed the hosts to double their 


lead. Abdoulaye Meite created the 
problem when he failed to win a simple 
header but, having got his hand to Peter 
Lovenkrands’ powerful shot, Carson 
should have snuffed out the danger. 

Instead he only palmed the ball into the 
air and could not prevent it dropping over 
the goaline. That made it 2-0 and left 
Albion’s fightback hopes looking slim. 
They appeared non-existent just two 
minutes into the second half. Enrique’s 
misdirected cross to the near post looked 
a simple one for Olsson to cut out but 
instead the normally reliable Swede 
diverted it past a helpless Carson. 

It was then that Baggies fans turned 
their gaze elsewhere with Wolves’ few 
minutes in the drop-zone of the Premier 
League’s ‘prompting the biggest ‘boing’ of 
the day. 

Comeback 

But Tchoyi’s opening goal on 62 minutes 
restored attentions to their own business 
as he raced through a square Magpies 
defence to collect Steven Reid’s pass and 
keep his cool to finish. 

And, when he lashed home his second 
with 18 minutes to go after Olsson flicked 
on Reid’s cross, travelling spectators 
began to pay serious attention again to 
events in front of them. 

Suddenly they sniffed the chance of a 
stunning comeback and, with the hosts 
looking dead on their feet, it finally 
arrived - substitute Ishmael Miller 
chased a lost cause and produced a deft 
backheel to set up Olsson, who had 
thrown caution to the wind by galloping 
down the left. 

His pinpoint cross asked to be buried 
and Tchoyi duly obliged with a diving 
header that left all of a blue and white per¬ 
suasion with a happy final image of a fab¬ 
ulous season. 


TALKING POINT 


HAVE CARSON AND MEITE 
SEALED THEIR FATES? 

WITH rumours already swirling 
about potential summer transfer activ¬ 
ity, two of Albion’s longer-serving 
players had afternoons that cannot 
have helped their prospects for next 
season. 

The Baggies are clearly in the 
market for goalkeepers in the close 
season and, after several costly errors 
already this season, Scott Carson’s 
handling let him down again for the 
Magpies’ second goal. 

And that came after Abdoulaye 
Meite had produced another dismal 
performance at a time when the club 
must decide whether to take up their 
option to extend his contract. Having 
played so well to help secure safety, 
Meite has been woeful in recent weeks. 

His poor form could not have come at 
a worse time for the Ivory Coast inter¬ 
national. 


Next season... 


ROY Hodgson will be keen to keep 
expectations to a reasonable level 
despite his superb start to life at The 
Hawthorns. 

But it is inevitable that Baggies fans 
will head into the summer hopeful that 
next season their side could do even 
better than this year’s llth-placed 
finish. 

Much will depend, however, on 
whether they can add depth to their 
squad in key areas this summer.
